This sound, 
this motion and the prickles were all 
a part of a yearly adventure. Her 
family were on their annual vacation 
from Colorado to Texas to see her 
grandparents and the overnight train 
trip was the thrill of her life. She 
opened sleepy eyes and smiled at her 
mother, father, and baby _ brother 
sitting facing her. Slowly her eyes 
drooped and she was asleep.

Then, as the perfect man, He could 
by the grace of God taste death for every 
man. It is indeed with grateful hearts that 
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of the 
Nevada mountains, in the heart of 
the historic mining country of the 
Mother Lode District of California, 
lies the little ghost town of San An- 
dreas. Though it is the Calavaras 
county seat, San Andreas can boast 
a population of only a trifle more 
than a thousand. Yet, in the days of 
the feverish quest for California gold, 
San Andreas was an important center 
and it resounded with colorful, and 
sometimes violent, activity. 

In 1893, one of the city leaders pur- 
chased some property near the edge 
of the residential district, and there 
he erected a building to serve as a 
livery stable. He operated this enter- 
prise for more than two decades, and 
the building became an important 
community landmark. 

Nearly a half century later, a little 
group of Full Gospel worshippers of 
San Andreas began meeting in a pri- 
vate home. At the same time, they 
scouted the city and surrounding 
hills for a suitable building site. Their 
eventual purchase was the historic 
livery stable, together with the five 
acres of land on which it stood. By 
then, the building was old and dilapi- 
dated, and it took not a little grace 
and a generous imagination to visual- 
ize it as a church home. 

Notwithstanding, under the leader- 
ship of Brother Ira Smith, this little 
group proceeded to renovate the 
building, and before long, they were 
holding their services there. In the 
spring of 1952, the mortgage was com- 
pletely paid and with the call of 
Brother Carroll Holloway as pastor, 
there was a mortgage burning cere- 
mony. Brother Haystead, District As- 
sistant Superintendent, joined pastor 
and people for this event. However, 
the building, as yet, scarcely conform- 
ed to the conventional idea of a 
church.

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And then, after a few months, the 
assembly received a Home Missions 
loan of a thousand dollars from 
Springfield and some financial h el p 
from the local fellowship section. 
Such interest from without stimulat- 
ed anew the people from within. Be- 
fore long, the brethren had transform- 
ed the building into an attractive and

vestibule was added and also rest 
room facilities, and the auditorium 
was renovated to seat 185. Back 
rooms were made into a comfortable 
parsonage, though with the hope that 
in the future the pastor could be ac- 
commodated elsewhere and_ these

rooms could become Sunday school 
classrooms.

In this present year, some twenty- 
nine have made decisions for Christ 
in this church and there have been 
six that have received the infilling of 
the Holy Spirit. There have been two 
water baptismal services with sixteen 
candidates obeying the Lord. 


Surely, here is a modern day epi- 
sode that portraits anew the scenes 
of the builders of Bible times. Here, 
as then, “the people had a mind to 
work” so they have achieved for God. 
When the efforts of a consecrated un- 
daunted local group can be tempor- 
arily augmented by financial help and 
encouragement from without, so much 
the better. We salute the people of 
San Andreas for their persistant cour- 
age and faithful labors, and we ex- 
press gratitude to our Home Missions 
Department for their part in so 
worthy a project.

Boys and Girls Missionary 
Crusade Day Planned 


Sunday morning, February 6, will 
be a special day for the boys and 
girls of our Sunday Schools. Begin 
now to make plans for BGMC Day. 
I trust a great many of our churches 
of:our district will be taking a mis- 
sionary offering for “The Boys and 
Girls Missionary Crusade,” the mis- 
sionary activity of the Sunday School 
which provide funds for sending of 
Christian literature to foreign lands. 

Assemblies of God churches all 
over the nation are setting aside 
February 6 to receive this special of- 
fering which is taken once a year to 
supplement the monthly giving of the 
boys and girls twelve years old and 
younger. A goal of $10,000 has been 
set for the offerings to be received 
this year. 

The children are given a small 
wooden barrel-bank in which they 
place their money throughout the 


* month. It is then collected and sent 


to Springfield, Missouri — the Mis- 


sions Department — where it is used 
to provide missionaries with Sunday 
School literature. Some of this litera- 
ture is printed in the language of the 
country to which it is sent. 

In 1953, $44,604.17 was given by 
the children to the “Boys and Girls 
Missionary Crusade.” From January 
through June of 1954, $35,520.23 was 
received of the pennies, nickels and 
dimes of the boys and girls in Assem- 
blies of God Sunday Schools. 

A special visual-aid story about 
BGMC is being sent to those who be- 
long to the Boys and Girls Missionary 
Crusade, to be used during the Sun- 
day School session February. If your 
school isn’t a member of BGMC how 
about dropping a postcard in the 
mail to your district Sunday School 
Department and I will send you an 
application blank by return mail. 
Barrels will be sent to your school 
free-of-charge upon application for 
membership in BGMC.

The Institute said that there 
were 1,160,000,000 persons on the 
globe in 1850, compared with an esti- 
mated 2,500,000,000 today. 


New Church Buildings Cost 
$10,000,000 Weekly 

American churches will spend more 
than $10,000,000 a week on new 
construction in 1954, according to a 
forecast report by the Department of 
Commerce and Labor. 

The report said that erection of 
new edifices by churches will amount 
to $525,000,000 this year, 11 per cent 
above the previous all-time mark es- 
tablished in 1953. 

At the same time, non-public 
schools; most of which are church- 
related, will spend an almost equal 
amount on new construction. By the 
end of 1954, these schools will have 
started work on $520,000,000 worth 
of new buildings, the departments

Attendance Increasing 

The number of adults attending 
church in the U. S. has increased ap- 
proximately 9,000,000 in the last 
four years and upward of 13,000,000 
in the past fifteen years. So reports 
Dr. George Gallup, director of the 
American Institute of Public Opinion. 
Latest result: the discovery that on 
any average Sunday during the first 
half of the current year 47,000,000 of 
the 102,000,000 adults over the age of 
twenty-one were in the church of 
their choice. Church attendance in- 
creases after people pass the age of 
30. Percentages are: 21-29 42%; 30-49 
48%: over 50, 46%. 


Pet Business Prospers 

One expert estimates the pet pop- 
ulation at 26,700,000 cats, 22,500,- 
000 dogs, 9,400,000 parakeets, 5,900,- 
000 canaries. Hamsters, guppies, 
white mice and such are not counted, 
probably because of their rate of re- 
production. Pet shops sell over $60,- 
000,000 worth of animals a year. Pet 
owners spend $12,000,000 for veterin- 
ary care alone, plus additional sums 
for food, beauty treatments, training 
schools, insurance and undertaking 
costs. The list of services broadens all 
the time. Now people can even take 
their ailing pets to pet psychologists.
